Miss Jennie Butterfield, a prepossessing 
young woman of Sedalia, Mo., caused the 
arrest Thursday of Frank Drayer,a middle- 
aged man living with his wife and family 
at Ellendale, Mo. 

She claims that he swindled her out of 
$1500, and, representing that he was a single 
man, promised to marry her. 

Drayer was formerly an engineer on the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. His letters to 
Miss Butterfield show that he lacks edu- 
cation, but not cunning. They are couched 
in the most endearing terms, but the com- 
position and spelling are wretched. In 
them he makes répresentations that she 
claims are false and that induced her to let 
him have money. On these letters the 
charge of using the mails with a purpose 
to defraud is based. 

Miss Butterfield filed her complaint with 
the federa] authorities. At 9 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning United States Marshal Nall 
went to Drayer’s home and arrested him. 

Miss Butterfield’s story as told to As- 
sistant United States District Attorney 
Morsey is as follows: 

“TIT met Drayer over a year ago. He was 
then running between St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City on the Missouri Pacific Railroad. 
We met at.Warrensburg, where I then 
lived. He seemed to like me and I recip- 
procated the feeling. I-owned considerable 
property and Frank was always wanting 
me to trade it for some he owned. 

“After we became engaged I turned over 
‘considerable money to him, the _ total 
amount exceeding $1500. When he left the 
Missouri Pacific he continued to correspond 
with me. He wrote from Ellendale, Mo. 
After trying to get the money back I 
learne d of the deception he had practiced 
on me.’

LL DEAD IN 
SUPREME COURT, 


Ex-Attorney-General Garland 
Stricken While Speaking, 


APOPLEXY WAS THE CAUSE. 


HIS LAST WORDS, “THIS, YOUR 
HONORS, IS OUR CONTENTION.”

Mr. Garland Was a Member of Cleve- 
land’s First Cabinet, Had Been a 
Senator From Arkansas and 
Long in Public Life. 


WASHINGTON. Jan, 26.—Former Attor- 
ney-General Augustus’ H. Garland was 
stricken with apoplexy while addressing the 
United States Supreme Court at 12:15 
o’clock this afternoon and died within 10 
minutes. The occurrence came with start~- 
ling and tragic unexpectedness, changing 
the usual calm and dignity of the court 
into temporary confusion, while the dying 
man was carried from the chamber in a 
futile effort to alleviate his condition. 
When the court convened at noon Mr. Gar- 
land resumed an argument in the case of 
Towson vgs. Moore, which had begun yes- 
terday. There was a full bench with the 
exception of Justices Brewer an@d White. 

Mr. Garland spoke calmly and. with no 
evidences of agitation or effort. He had 
read from qa law volume and’had followed 
with the segtence: “This, Your Honors, 1s 
our contention,”’ 

As the last word was uttered Mr. Gar- 
land was seen to ra‘se his hand and then 
gasp. He tottered and fell sideways, strik- 
ing against a chair and. overturning it as 
he fell heavily to the floor. A succession of 
loud, deep. gasps came from him as he lay 
on the floor. 

His associate in the case, Mr. Frank 
Mackey, was at once by his side, and with 
other counsel and officials, the head of the 
dying man was raised, his shoes removed 
and a dphught of water given him, A 
deathly pallor had overspread hig face, and 
this soon gave place to a deep purple, 
which foretold the gravity of the attack. 
He was earried from the chamber across 
to the room of Chief Clerk McKenney, and 
there placed on a sofa. Senator Gallinger, 
who ds .a physician, was mear at haud...A 
‘singlé ‘glance told him that the attack 
would be fatal. Within 10 minutes from the 
time of the stroke Mr. G&uriand breathed 
his last. 

The court in the meantime had postponed 
the case in which Mr. Garland was en- 
gaged, and until the. seriousness of the. at- 
tack was known, had proceeded with other

Pere ae Word of the tragedy was soon 


noised through the Capitol and Senators 
and Representatives hurried to the court- 
room. The two Arkansas Senators, Mr. 
Berry and Mr. Jones, were among the first 
to view the body, and following them was 
a long line of persons high in legislative 
and ‘legal circles who had been associated 


with Mr. Garland at Various times in his 
long and notable public service. 

Garland was a native of Tennessee, born 
in 1832. He served in the confederate con- 
gress, Became Governor of Arkansas in 
1874. Served in the United States Senate 
from 1876 to’ 1885, when he entered Cleve- 
land’s first C | Cabinet as Attorney Generaf.

The searching rays of the Lexqw cal-| 
cium were turned on the inner workings 
of the City Government in full force Thurs- 
day morning and complete corroboration of 
charges recently made through the Post- 
Dispatch was the result.

from the Boller Inspector’s office and pass] 


upon applicants who are to come before 
them later?’’ 

. Tully said it was the custom of his col- 
leagues, Price and Philper, to take appll- 
cants out into the hall during the progress 
of an examination, then return to the room 
andstell him (Tully) they were all right. 

Tully said a license was issued to Fred 
Conning, now working at the Gas plant at 
Fourteenth and Gratiot streets, by Price 
and Philper after the regular board meet- 
ing had adjourned and the number on the 
license did not correspond with that on 
the stub in the Boiler Inspector’s office.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—That the situ- 
ation in the Pall ppines is grave and grad- 
ually grow ng worse Is conceded in admin- 
istration eircles. An attack of Aguinaldo is 
feared. 

News of a conflict would not be surprising. 
Nothing has come from Gen. Otis to in- 
dicate:any signs of ‘mprovement. The Fili- 
pinos are growing bolder and more inclined 
not only to resist American authorities, but 
to force the Americans to withdraw. Gen. 
Otis is expected to adopt every possible 
measure for defense ‘n case of an attack 
and take every etep necessary to protect 
his troops and mainta:n his position, but 
the administration wants his attitude to be 
defensive rather than offensive. Shoula 
Aguinaldo draw up his troops .n battle ar- 
ray Gen. Otis would not be expected to ac- 
cept the challenge, but only to strike when 
he must. 

Gen. Otis is in a trying position, This is 
fully realized in Washington. But the treaty 
must be regarded. The s.tuation at Iloilo is 
most embarrassing. Gen. Miller is there 
with troops that can neither occupy the city 
nor withdraw with propriety. Should Gen. 
Miller be ordered to return to Manila the 
insurgents would regard that as evidence of 
weakness. Yet it will be impossible to keep 
the troops there much longer on transports 
or in such camps as can be estabiished 
without greatly endangering the men’s 
health 

The President and his advisers are great- 
ly worried, but are bending every energy 
toward maintaining at least the appearance 
of tranquill.ty in the Philippines until the 
treaty is disposed of. 

The report that emallpox is alarmingly 
prevalent among the soldiers cannot be ver- 
ified.

The General Tells His Story 
to the Court. 


THINKS HE SUFFERED MUCH. 


MILES HAD BRANDED HIM AS A 
MURDERER. 


Secretary Alger Will Be Called Before 
the Court-Moertial as Soon as His 
Testimony Is Concluded Be- 
fore the War Board. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—In hig own be- 
haif General Eagan appeared as a witness 
to-day before the M‘iitary Court trying him 
for his abuse of General Miles. 

The General told a plain tale, and seemed 
to impress the court strongly with the fact 
that that the witness, at least believed 
that he had suffered great injustice at the 
hands of the General of the Army, and was 
driven to the course he had pursued by his 
desperation. va 

General Eagan said he entered the volun- 
teer army in 1861, and in 1866 was made a 
second lieutenant tn the regular army. He 
then briefly gave a history of his mi.itary 
career, Which included several campaigns 
aga.nst the Indians. He received a wound 
in the Modoc war, for which he received 
brevet. During the war with Spain he had 
been in his office every day with one ex- 
ception, and had worked early and late. He 
had given his testimong before the commis- 
sion under oath—preferably so. He had 
first read General Miles’ statement in the 
Washington papers. For a long time he 
feared that he might not be called before the 
commission, but he finally received a sum- 
mons to appear. Even then he was not ful- 
ly prepared, as his statement necessariliy 
involved the preparation of recorde 
had held a conversation with the Mecretars 
of War, in the course of which he told the 
Secretary that he desired to defend him- 
self by bringing proceedings against Gen- 
eral Miles, but was told that the immun:ty 
granted by the President would prevent 
any such action. Witness accepted thig as 
a fact, but he did not think that this im- 
munity covered the newspaper interview 
in which General Miles had, by inference, 
declared him to be a murderer for gain. 
Witness said he became greatly excited, 
This statement of General Miliies, in the 
opinion of the witness, had taken away 
his (Eagan’s) character. He could not pro- 
ceed against General Miles in the courts or 
Otherwise and he felt that he might bet- 
ter be dead in the gutter. 

During this recital General Bagan’s eyes 
filled with tears, his voice trembled and 
| he spoke very feelingly. 

His hotior as a soldier, he.continued, had 
been attacked, and a soldier’s honor shoud 
be as sacred as the honor of a woman. He 
had kept his sorrow to himself. 

Col. George B. Davis, assistant to Com- 
missary-General Eagan, waa the next wit- 
ness. He testified that he had been very 
closely associated with Gen. Pagan during 
the last several] months. The day before 
Gen. Eagan arpeared before the comnSs- 
sion, he read his statement over to the 
witness, who urged him to modify it some- 
what, but he would not listen and walked 
up and down the room, said he would not 
ghange a word of it. Newspaper ¢lippings 
were constantly being feceived, criticizing 
,.Gen..Hagan, end these greatly increased 
his excitement. Some of these clippings 
carried’ the idea that Gen. Eagan was a 
murderer and that*he had acted corruptly 
in sénding unfit food to the army. During 
these da the witness gaid Gen. Eagan 
was wholly unfitted to perform the or- 
dinary duties of his office. 

Gen. Eagan had told the witness that he 
was prevented from proceeding in military 
fashicn against Gen. Miles by the Presi- 
dent’s order of immunity to witnesses, but 
that he hoped to be able to proceed in the 
matter in the civil courts. 

He had kept away from the clubs. and 
very soon he found he cou'd not sleep. He 
felt that the neople of this ecountrv had 
come to belleve that he was a dishonest 
man. “But I am an noesli man,” said the 
General, with feeling,’-‘and I believe thai 
no one who.knows me will believe that | 
@mn a dishonest man. My recor is clean 
my uniform is unsull'ed,, but I have been 
slandered and wronged.”’

The 
Witness spoke of his mental and physical 
condition between the time Gen. Miles 
gave his testimony and the time he him- 
self had appeared. He could not get rid of 
the thought that the country believed him 
to be a murdefer and for gain and it drove

Mr. Worthington then read a large num- 
ber of newspaper clippings, many of which 
spoke of Gen. Wagan as a scoundrel, 
and demanded his dismissal from the army. 
At 12 o’clock Mr. Worthington announced 
that he was unable to preceed with his 
ease, as the Secretary of War, whom he 
desired to cail ae a witness, was now be- 
fore the War Investigating Commission, 
and could not appear.

A deal for the purcttafe, of the St, Charles 
(Mo,) factory of Wrigh?™Bros. has just been 
concluded, adding another to the many re- 
Cent acquisitions of the trust in the West. 

The Wright Bros.’ plant is @ most impor- 
tart one, not so much on account of its 
Magnitude as of the fact that it absolutely 
controls the trade in a section of the coun- 
try which the trust has tried in vain to en- 
ter. 

Negotiations have been on for some ttme. 
Confirmation of the sale reached St. Louis 
Thursday morning. 

The exact purchase price was not made 
known. The capitalization of Wright Bros. 
ig $126,000, but the stock has always been at 
a premium. 

he output of the plant averages 2,000,000 
pounds of plug tobacco annually, and in ad- 
dition aimited amount of smoking to- 
bacc¢ is’ made. As many as 400 men have 
been employed in the factory at once, and 
the average number is between 250 and 300. 

Among the matters discussed while the 
negotiations were pending was the advisa- 
bility of removing the plant from St. 
Charles to St. Louis. A St. Louis repre- 
sentat've of the Continental Tobacco Co. 
said Thursday that this question was still 
open. Such a move would be of the great- 
est interest to St. Charies, as the company 
is one of the largest manufacturing con- 
cerns in the city.

Major Charles E. Pearce, representative 
fn Congress from the Twelfth District of 
St. Louis, is it. the city, registered at the 
Pianters’. It was supposed he had come 
from Washington to consult with the 
World’s Fair Committee in regard to suit- 
able Congressional action upon that pro- 
ject. But this the Congressman denies and 
gays that while he will, of course, talk to 
the gentlemen in charge of the affair, his 


eole purpose in coming to St. Louis at 
this time is to transact some private busi- 
Ness. 

When asked his opinion of the probabil- 
ities of a large appropriation for the Fair, 
he «aid: 

“I do not see why St. Louls should not re- 
ceive fully as much as Chicago did. I be- 
lieve Congress stands ready to do what is 
right on the question. The sole require- 
meut is that St. Louis put forth concerted 
effort and bring all the influence possible 
to bear upon both Houses when the ‘bill 
is presented. 

“T regard it as unnecessary and inexpe- 
dient to introduce such a measure during 
the present session; besides, I do not see 
how it is possible to do it under the ex- 
isting pressure of business. The new Con- 
gress will have less to do and therefore 
more time to devote to full consideration 
of the desired appropriation. 

‘‘At the proposed time of opening, it will 
have been ten years since the Columbian 
Exposition and so I believe the entire coun- 
try, as well as the whole world, will be 
ready for an exhibition that will in mag- 
nificence and grandeur surpass (Chicago's 
production. Perhaps the sole drawback to 
a large gift from Congress is the heavy 
expense the country has been put to be- 
cauge of the recent war, and the new army 
and navy bills. But doubtless if Congress 
sees that St. Lovis isn earnest in regard 
to the amount of money raised by local 
subscription, it will be inclined to follow the 
good example.’’ 

“Is there any par@feular site that you 
would favor?’ 

‘No. The one the committee see fit to se- 
lect will be entirely agreeable to me. There 
is the possibility that were the location 
near the river, the House River and Harbor 
Committee might be induced to make a spe- 
cial appropriation for its improvement, in 
addition to whatever action is taken in the 
general eession. 

“I have no doubt that if its claims are 
properly presented, St. Louis will be hand- 
somely treated, not alone by Congress but 
by the Legislatures of each of the severai 
States, and this last matter is not to be 
neglected. 

‘*The holding of the Fair in our city can- 
mot but be highly beneficial to it, for St. 
Louis is too solid and substantial to be af- 
fected by the natural reaction that sets in 
upon the conclusion of such an enterprise. 
Tt will greatly increase the city’s wealth 
and population, and bring St. Louis before 
the world in such a light that it will the 
#iore readily assume the position its size 
and importance justify.”’

The St. Louls Amateur Athletic Club has 
just gotten out its financial report, and it 
shows a most encouraging condition of af- 
fairs. The past year, in fact, has proved 
that St. Louis can support a first-class ath- 
letic club. f, 

This city has long felt the want of a first- 
Class athletic organization, but not until 
the formation of the present St, Louis ath- 
letic club has there been a successful local 
organization of the kind. 

The report of the club shows it is in ex- 
cellent financial condition, with practically 
no debt to begin the present year with. 
With proper management the coming year 
should see a great advance in athletics 
generally in St. Louis. 

The financial report shows that over $4000 
has been received by the club from mem- 
berships, and the same amount expended. 
In return for this the club offers a very 
pretty club house, two fine tennis courts, 
which proved so popular that in the early 
spring at least four more courts will be 
added. 

A baseball diamond was also completed | 
during the year. Although this 
tated a great deal of grading it is now in 
very fine condition, and should make one 
of the best diamonds in the city, 

A set of golf links have also been provid- 
ed for out of the money received. 
links are now in very fair condition, and 
are being improved daily. Besides ‘these 
things about 1200 feet of water pipe was laid 
for the club. So that it will be seen from 
the foregoing that improvements have been 
made continually since the formation ol 
the club. 

In the early spring a great many improve- 
ments are propose Handball courts will 
be built, as a great many calls have been 
made for this branch of sport. A running 
track is also proposed, and a number of 
improvements will be made in the club 
house, 

The club now numbers 350 members. [his 
includes the paid-up members only. With 
the present improvements practically paid 
for the condition of the club is most prom- 
ising for a prosperous year. Practically 
all of the revenues that will come to the 
club will be put into improvements which 
will be enjoyed by the members. 

A meeting of the club takes place Satur- 
day at 4:30 p. m. at the club house at Forest 
Park for the purpose of electing six dl- 
rectors, A large attendance is expected. 

The policy of the club as mapped out ir 
the beginning has been carefully followed. 
The idea upon which the club was formed 
is to encourage and advance all the branch- 
es of amateur sport, and to operate the club 
upon a basis which will permit every one 
and ony one at all athletically inclined to 
enjoy the privileges at a very moderate ex~ 
pense. 

When it is considered that every branch 
of sport, including golf, baseball, track ath- 
letics, tennis, handball, football, are offered 
on the basis of $10 a year membership, it 
will be seen that no objection could be made 
on the score of expense.

WARMLY GREETED ON HIS TOUB 
TO GUINES. 


HE SPEAKS TO THE PEOPLE.

HAVANA, Jan. 26.—Gen. Lee returned to 
camp to-night from a trip to the south- 
eastern part of the province, ending at 
Guines, whichis ‘the next largest town 


made.with a team of mules along the high- 
way and the return by rail. The battalion 
of the Fourth Ulinois preceded Gen. Lee 
and was encamped there upon his arrival. 
A battalion of the Second Louisiana 
reached Guines before his departure. The 
American troops were welcomed every- 
where and their presence was made the 
occas’on of demonetrations. Gen. ool g 
ceived an enthusiastig weicome.at es. 

Insurgent troops eseorted him and the 
town was, decorated with American and 
Cuban flags 
in the cbuncli]l chamber. of which Gen. Lee 
took advantage >to explain his functions, 
which he was delighted with, as ‘military 
governor of the province. He said he was 
exercising functio.s which pertained to a 
temporary -military oceupetion; that the 
Ameéficanh soldiers camé as friends; that 
there was no disposition on the part of the 
United States government to interfere with 
the Cubans in the management of the af- 
fairs of the -island; that iis only pur- 
pose was to carry out the pledge of main- 
taining order ard ts assist in the admin- 
istration until the time when the people 
were ready to deciare for themselves what 
their wishes were. He counseled toleration 
of all classes toward one another and com- 
plimented the community on the good order 
which had been preserved. Gen. Lée also 
expiained how rations were being distrib- 
uted by direction of the President. He 
e6aid their distress was fully understood 
an the American authorities hoped to 
adopt measures of permanent relief. He 
hoped ultimately to see the establishment 
of agricultural banks. Personally he fa- 
vored a loan of oxen and seed to the peo- 
ple so that they could put in next sea- 
son'e crop. 

Regarding loca) affairs Gen. Lee said it 
was the policy of the American authori- 
ties t> have the towns select as far as 
possible their own officials by getting to- 

ether and indicating whom they desired. 

hen he would take appointments in con- 
formity with their wishes. He also ad- 
vised them to change their municipal regu- 
lations to meet the new conditions. Gen. 
Lee’s speech. was received in excellent 
spirit. Varioug petitions were presented to 
him. The Spanish colony, tn a formal 
document made known tts satisfaction 
with the Insurgent soldiers for preserving 
order. Gen. Lee will make trips to other 
parts of the province. He received many 
private assurances that as soon as ar- 
rangements are made for their payment 
the insurgent troops will disband without 
trouble. The practice marches of the 
battalions have been quite beneficial and 
will be continued. Gen. Lee has prac- 
tically-decided to move a full brigade from 
its present camp near Havana to the hills 
of Candela close to Guines. The location 
is unusually healthy. 

Collector Bliss has written letter to 
Gen. Menocal requesting that he indicate 
definitely his preference among the Cubans 
recommended for places in the Custom- 
house. e understanding was that Meno- 
eal should indorse applications so as to 

ive a guarantee of appoiatmen’s satis- 

actory to the Cubans. Several hundred

Menocal has so far refused to make more 
specific recommendations between indi- 
viduals. Col. Bliss wants him to take a 
more direct responsibility. ,

In the soll pipe branch there has 
been a movement for some time, but it has 
been progressing so slowly that some of 
the concerns are growing impatient. A 
g00d deal of work has been done under the 
leadership of Gifford Ladd toward a fusion 
of the bridge plants of the country. The 
car builders have had their meetings and 
the sheet mills have been in conference 
over a plan to consolidate. 

The most interesting developments dur- 


ing the week, however, have been in con- 
nection with the tinplate industry. The 
Same parties who carried through the con- 
solidation in this industry are reported to 
have perfected now a fusion of the leading 
makers in the Central West of tinplate 
bars, five great plants being named, situ- 
New Castle, Colum- 
bus and Wheeling. It is reported that ar- 
rangemegts have been made with one great 
works in Pittsburg and another in the 
Wheeling district to secure exclusive con- 
trol of this branch of raw material. In 
other words. outside mills are to find it 
difficult to the needed tinplate bars. : 

Another important step In the same direc- 
tion is the completion of the arrangements 
with foundries and machine shops which 
make a specialty of tin plate machinery to 
control their capacity for a considerable 
period. The effort evidently is to keep out 
a rush of outside capital into the business. 

From all quarters come buoyant reports 
concerning the volume of business and the 
strength of the market. In pig fron the de- 
mand is active and what fron is offered is 
readily snapped up without much quarrel- 
ing as to prices. There have been some 
large lots sold for ae gr for delivery dur- 
ing the sacond half of the year, the aggre- 
gate being considerably above 50,000 tons. 
The billet market has been very animated. 
Eastern buyerg have purchased consider- 
able quantiti in the central west. 

In the steel ‘rail trade Pittsburg reports 
the sale of one block of 30,000 tons while 
moderate business has been done by other 
mills. A considerable tonnage of rails for 
foreign countries is being considered but 
little has been actually placed. Sales have 
been very active in bars and in car mate- 
rial of all kinds. Among the transactions 
reported is a lot of 40,000 tons for steel cars, 
to cover the material and for some large 
contracts recently taken. . Foreign inquir- 
ies for all-kinds of material continue num- 
erous and in some cases are pressing, thus 
showing that the advance has not fright- 
ened buyers off.

Filipino outbreak of Tuesday came up in 
a new form in the House this morning when 
Kneisley of Carroll offered a resolution de- 
claring it to be the sense of the House that 
no menrber ought to receive double pay. 
The resolution was aimed at Speaker Ward, 
who is drawing pay as a member of the 
House and as a member of the Auditing 
Committee, The Republicans failed to sup- 
port the Filipinos. when they ralsed the 
question Tuesday and last night the Re- 
publicans, feeling that they had made a 
mistake, held a caucus in which they 
eed to uphold Kneisley’s resolution, 
Saree sé eialey's resolution was read this 
morning, Davis of Pike moved that it be 
referred to committee. Woods spoke against 
reference. Davis asked: ‘‘Isn’t it true that 
the Republicans caucused on thelr reso- 
lution last night?” 

“f am not at liberty to tell what hap- 
pened in a Republican caucus in secret ses- 
gion,” was Woods’ reply. 

“That is a fact, just the same,” said Da- 
vis, “everybody knew it last night.” 

“Then you have had time to think about 
it and know what you want to do,” said 
Woods. 

For the next ten minutes there was a 
general cross-fire between regulars and 
Filipinos, with an occasional comment by 
Republicans. 

Jones of Howell said it was nobody's 
business whether the Republicans cau- 
cused or not. The previous question was 
moved three times, but Ward got out of 
rutting it because the movers spoke out 
ba ato they had been recognized and the 
Speaker wanted to give the House a chance 
to. debate the matter. Whitecotton made 
a fiery speech, in which he eaid he had 
never dreamed of such a thing as that a 
member of thie House would publicly say 
that he intended to draw two salaries 
from the State at the same time. He had 
deen etunned with amazement when one 
member (Ward) said he expected to draw 
pay as a member of the Legislature and 
as a member of the Auditing Committee. 
He read records of previous Legislatures. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said, ‘‘it has been said 
that we are. destroying the Democratic 
party. From the throne comes the word 
that we are about to destroy the party. 
If it destroys the Democratic party for us 
to say that no Democrat shall draw pay 
from the State for work he did not do, then 
let it destroy. I for one am willing to 
stand with that man who never permitted 
such an imposition on the State.’’ 

Finally Mr. Bohart jumped to his feet 
and ide a point of order that the morn- 
ing hour had expired. 

peaker Ward was glad to dispose of the 
matter and sustained the call for the regu- 
lar order. Hall, Whitecotton and Kneisley 
each took a turn at getting recognition and 
finally Knefsley uppéaled From the decision 
of the chair. The ayes amd noes were called 
for and the roll call was begun. Points of 
order. were made against the roll call by 
friends of the Speaker. Whitecotton arose 
and said that to ‘“‘relleve the chair from 
embarrassment” he asked Mr. Kneisley to 
withdfaw that appeal. 
clared he Was not asking favors, whereupon 
Kneisley shouted that he would do it any- 
way if the Chir did not ask it. The appeal 
being withdrawn. Whitecotton moved that 
the rules be suspended and the resolution 
disposed of at this time. Ward declared 
this motion out of order under the rules 
and proceeded at once to the next order of 
business, calling for reports of committees. 

The Chair is thus enabled to get a little 
breath by the time the matter comes up in 
the morning hour to-morrow. The Fil- 
lipinos, if the Republicans vote with them, 
have a sufficient number of votes to adopt 
the resolution.

Court ,waa reversed and the cause remand- 


ed by them to the St. Louis Circuit Court, 
June 21, 1898, wherein the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company was appellant and Mor- 
ris Hegel et al. were respondents; the same 
being an appeal from court room No. 5 of 
the Circuit Court. ‘L, B. Valliant, presid- 
ng. 

Fhe case was originally appealed to the 
Supreme Court and was later certified to 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals, under an 
opinion written by Chief Justice Gantt. It 
Was. argued in the Court of Appeals on 
March 26, 1897, by Adiel Sherwood, attorney 
for appellant. ‘ 

Respondents were not represented and 
filed no brief. Judge Bland took the case 
for decision. Before deciding it, it was 
agreed that he should wait for the decision 
of another and similar case by the Supreme 
{‘ourt. In May, 1898, this case, that of the 
Seaboard National Bank against Woestin 
was sent back to the Court of Appeals, 
and, there being no further cause for delay, 
Judge Bland took up the Hezel case. He 
reversed and remanded the case, which 
opinion was agreed to by Judge Bond, 
Judge Biggs being absent. The opinion was 
handed down June 21, 1898. 

Just after May 24, 1898, Judge Biggs, one 
of the judges of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, left the city of St. Louis, and his 
whereabouts was unknown either to Judge 
Bland or Judge Bond; when court met May 
24. 1898, Judge Biggs was present and court 
adjourned until May 31, 1898, on which day 
Judge Biggs was not present; court a® 
journed on that day to June 4, 1898, and on 
that date to June 21, 189%, and on that date 
to July 5, 1898, and neither on June 17 
nor June 21 was Judge Biggs pres- 
ent. He was not present in court again 
till July 5, 1898; in short, the last time he 
was present in court, as shown by the 
records of the court, was May 24, 1898, and, 
as was said before, the mandate from the 
Seabord case sent down from the Su- 
preme Court was filed in the Court of Ap- 
peals June 7, 1898. 

The whole case turns upon the contention 
or respondents, Judges Bond and Bland, 
that Judge Biggs was not sitting as a judge 
at the time when the case was considered, 
and that. therefore, he had no right to in- 
terfere in it. 

Saturday, July 2, 1898, Judge Biggs, at 
the request of Dennis Devoy, returned 
from Minnesota to St. Louls, whence he had 
gone with his family to spend his summer 
vacation, and prepared a dissenting opinion 
in the Hezel case, in which he asked that 
the case be certified to the Supreme Court 
on account of the conflict between the opin- 
jon announced by the majority and_the 
opinion of the Supreme Court in the Ver- 
din case. and the majority of the court be- 
lieving that he had not been a judge sitting 
in the cause, refused to certify the case, 
and afterward the present proceeding was 
brought by relators., | 

The AB a4 way to settle the question was 
by testimony. Judges Bland, Bond and 

ig@s and the clerk of the court, John H. 
Murphy, were examined by Mr. Hiram 
Grover for relators and Adiel Sherwood for 
respondents, i i 

In his testimony Judge Biggs stated: “I 
left St. Louis June 11 believing that all 
business of my court had been disposed of, 
and 1 went to Battle Lake, Minn., with my 
family. Some time in the latter part of 
June, I don’t remember when, I received a 
St. Louls paper. and reading it over I found 
where the Court of Appeals had disposed of 
the Hegel case and the case of Schaefer 
against the railroad. In a few days after 
that Mr. Devoy came to Battle Creek and 
brought a request that I return to Si. 
Louls."’ 

He returned to St. Louis, wrote a dissent- 
ing opinion, and asked that the case be cer. 
titied to the Supreme Court. 

On cross-examination the following collo-

Ae I underatand you, Judge, you left here 
on June 11, 18%, taking your family to Min- 
nesota?’’

Turning to the Philippines—Measures 
Affecting St. Louis Interests. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFDPRSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 26.—The 
Senate took a turn at the Philippine ques- 
tion this morning. Senator Martin of St. 
Louis. introduced a resolution asking Mis- 
souri’s United States Senators to vote for 
the peace treaty before the Senate, Sena- 
tor Davisson of Harrison offered a substi- 
tute to the same effect, except it had a 
long preamble. Senator Vandiver at once 
moved that both resolutions be referred to 
the Committee on Federal Relations, After 
a short discussion, Davisson withdrew his 
resolution when he learned that Senator 
Mett was the only Republican member of 
the committee. The other resolution was 
then referred. 

Senator Farris introduced a bill which 
provides that all dramshop license fees in 
St. Louis be paid directly into the State 
treasury instead of being collected by the 
Collector. He estimates that the Collector 
receives in fees from $10,000 to $15,000 for 
collecting these licenses, which he proposes 
to save to the State and city by this 
bill 


Senator Drabelle introduced a bill giving 
Missouri life and accident insurance com- 
panies the same rights as are given foreign 
insurance companies. It is the same as 
the New York law. 

Senator Clay introduced a bill requiring 
that criminal laws be taught in the pub- 
lic schools of the State. 

Senator Farris introduced a bill giving 
the judges of the St, Louis Court of Ap- 
peals authority to appoint additiona] jus- 
tices of the peace for St. Louis districts 
Which have more than 2250 cases annually. 

Senator Farris introduced a bill providing 
for a school book commission to devise a 
plan of publishing text books and furnish- 
ing them free to the people. This commis- 
sion is to consist of three members, to be 
appointed by the Governor. They are to 
report to the next General Assembly. Each 
member receives a salary of $5 per day on 
this commission and appoints a clerk at 
$3.50 per day,

Which Resulted in the Defeat of 
Those Who Had Made Trouble. 


The Board of Directors of the Working 
Girls’ Home, 1424 Washington avenue, has 
been torn with conflicting emotions re- 
cently. Ags a result of internal] convulsions 
it has lost one of its members. Miss Susie 
McCarron is no longer a member of the 
organization. She says she is out for all 
time and will have nothing more to do 
with the home, 

A young woman with a ready tongué is 
said to have caused all of the trouble. She 
told things which influenced Miss McCar- 
ron to leave the place. Her name is Dora 


Taylor and urméil recently she was one of 
the boarders at the home. 

The institution ig intended for unem- 
ployed working girls, who are provided 
board and lodging at a cost of $1.15 a week. 
The matron of the home is Mrs. M. §S. 
Weir, who received the position on the rec- 
ommendation of the wife of Bishop Dan- 
lel S. Tuttle of the Episcopal diocese of 
Missouri, 

Mrs. Weir dismissed Miss Taylor from the 
home two weeks ago, from which time 
dates the discussion that resulted in Miss 
McCarron’s resignation. 

Miss Taylor wnen she went to the honie 
asked that she be given a room to herself. 
Mrs. Weir refused to grant the request. 
Miss Taylor was persistent. She com- 
plained that the rooms were untidy and 
made statements which led to her dismissal 
from the home, 

After this she is alleged to have made 
a tour of the directors and preferred sert- 
ous charges involving the conduct of vari- 
ous persons, some of them members of the 
board. She visited City Assessor A. H. 
Frederick, President of the home, and W. 

McClain, P. M. Harrison, Miss Nettie 
Spence and Miss Susie McCarron, all mem- 
bers of the board. 

Miss Spence and Miss McCarron are both 
employed as investigators by the Provident 
Association. When Miss McCarron learned 
the nature of Miss Taylor’s charges she 
went to Mr. McClain and insisted on re- 
signing. Miss Spence acted less hurriedly. 
She started an investigation. This she says 
shows that the grave charges made are 
without foundation. 

Miss McCarron would consent to make a 
Statement only through Miss Spence, whom 
she authorized to say that she was out of 
the board, and that she resigned because 
she was unable to serve the home as she 
should. The charges made awakened her 
to the responsibilities of the position.

ITALIAN FRUIT. VENDERS’ WAR 


Palermans Proceeding to Have the 
Sunday Law Enforced Against 
the Sicilians. 


There are rumblings of war in the col- 
ony of Italians in St. Louls who retail 
bananas. One faction insists on vending 
the nourishing and palatable fruit on Sun- 
day and another contingent wants Sabbath 
breaking stopped by the strong arm of the 
law. The Mayor has been appealed to and 
a lawyer has been consulted. Prosecutions 
may result. 

It is not solely a question of Sabbatarian 
principle that is involved, There is a mat- 
ter of local pride at stake. One of the 
champions of law and order explained the 
fight in this wise: 


“Some Italian men, they believe in keep- 
ing Sunday in not selling the banana on 
that day. They eay it is against the law 
and against the rules of the church to 
work on the Sunday. Other Italian men 
they eay they sell the banana on the Sun- 
day the same as on the week day. If it 
is against the law they do not know it, 
for the police do not tel] them they must 
quit. And they sell. This is not right, for 
it makes all the Italian men who seli the 
banana look like the lawbreaker. These 
men they

house comes to the door try to sell her the 
banana. She does not like to be disturbed 
on Sunday and it makes her not like the 

nana seller. 

“That sort of thing hurts us all. It ts 
done by what we cal] greenhorns. Such peo- 
pie are mst of them Sicilians. We who 
are against ji are from Palermo. We £0 
to church on the Sunday and we do not 
wish to break the law.” 

Attorney Percival Adams has been con- 
sulléd az the bapana venders who want 
the Sunday law enforced, and as soon as 
arrangements about his fee are completed 
he will take steps to have the Sabbath 
breakers punished.
